“Unmitigated threats about your 
tenure in this job, as if ... you’ll do 
anything as long as they tell you what 
to do, I thought that was out of line,” 
Democratic Rep. Mel Reynolds of 
Illinois said. 

Democratic National Committee 
Chairman David Wilhelm predicted 
labor would forget most of those 
threats when 1993 turns to 1994, even 
if it loses the NAFTA vote. 

“T think most unions will tally con- 
gressional records fairly and not retal- 
iate against some who made a tough 
choice in favor of NAFTA,” Wilhelm 


said. 

“The bitterness will linger,” 
Kirkland said. “Our memory is usual- 
ly pretty good.” 

Should labor lose, the movement’s 
own internal tensions and history sug- 
gest it will have to put the NAFTA 
bitterness aside and make peace with 


_ Clinton. 


During last year’s Democratic pri- 
maries, Clinton was hardly labor’s 
first choice, because of run-ins with 
some unions- while serving as 
Arkansas governor. Any industrial 
union leaders entertaining the notion 
of challenging Clinton in 1996 need 
only look back to 1980. Then, 
Democrat Jimmy Carter lost the 
White House to Ronald Reagan, after 
having to fend off a labor-inspired 
primary challenge by Massachusetts 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. ; 

“The best argument to prove this 
separation will not turn into a divorce 
is organized labor’s 12 long, hard, 


miserable years under antilabor presi- - 


dents,” said Democratic consultant 
Ann Lewis. “The emotions in this 
debate are real so healing will take 
some time. But the 1980 experience is 
sort of seared on everybody’s soul.”

Donner party, salvation

There are no shortcuts to eternity, 
President Elaine Jack told students 
and faculty at a Devotional assem- 
bly Tuesday morning in the 
Marriott Center. 

President Jack, who serves as 
general president of the Relief 
Society of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, said the 
‘journey ahead of most students is 
something that can’t be faced with- 
out careful planning and wise use 
of resources. 

“You are indeed being prepared 
for a most hazardous journey,” she 
said. 

Using the historical illustration of 
the ill-fated Donner party, President 
Jack explained the importance of 
not taking shortcuts on important 
journeys. She told of how the party 
had taken an uncharted route 
through the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, which eventually left them 
stranded in a snowstorm. 

“There are several lessons to be 
learned from the Donner party that 
have nothing to do with wagon 
trains and everything to do with 
exaltation,” she said. 


President Jack said the path 
Heavenly Father has designed for 
his children is well-marked and the 
pitfalls are noted. 

President Jack said people are 
here to learn, as well as to test that 
learning. She said often the vices of 
the world, as well as Satan’s tempt- 
ings, can make pressing forward 
difficult. 

“To entice us from the path, Satan 
suggests a salad bar of sin — a lit- 
tle here and a little there until the 
plate is piled high and the price is 
paid,” she said. - : 

Traveling light, or overcoming 
the need for worldly possessions 
and comforts, is also important: in 
the trip to eternity, President Jack 
said. 

She said that it is also imperative 


to work on building relationships 


with others while overcoming con- 
tention, strife, anger or derision. 

President Jack said while students 
pursue a journey through life, they 
should remember they have no time 
to lose. 

Continuing with the idea of the 
Donner party, Sister Jack said that 
occasionally everyone needs to be 
rescued, and she encouraged people 
to “make someone’s day” every 
now and then.

Senate passes abortion clinic violence bill basketball 


WASHINGTON — The Senate voted Tuesday to arm the Justice 1 
Department with new powers to stop abortion clinic blockaries and go after ‘preview 
violent protesters. Senators rejected complaints they were stepping on peaceful 
demonstrators’ First Amendment rights. 

The 69-30 vote followed a lengthy, emotional debate in which the Senate 
repeatedly turned back bids by anti-abortion lawmakers to soften the penalties 
and make other changes to the so-called clinic access bill. 

“I am pro-life ... but we cannot as a society allow acts of violence to promote 
any cause,” said Sen. Harry Reid, D-Nev. 

“Violence is no response to the issue that divides us,” added Sen. Dave 
Durenberger, R-Minn., another abortion foe backing the bill. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., said the incidents targeted in the bill 
“are not peaceful protests. These attacks are more akin to assaults.” 

The House is scheduled to take up a similar bill later this week; Democrats in 
the two chambers hope to work out a compromise to send to President Clinton 
before Congress breaks for the year at Thanksgiving. 


Peace pact deadline unlikely to be met 


JERUSALEM — A handover ef authority in occupied lands appears increas- 
ingly unlikely by the Dec. 13 deadline set down in the Israel-PLO peace 
accord, Israeli and Palestinian officials said Tuesday. 

A holdup in the Palestinian autonomy plan would delay the start of Israeli 
troop withdrawals from the territories, seriously undercutting the accord at a 
time when public support seems to be eroding because of mounting bloodshed. 

Two Palestinians died and two Israelis were wounded in the occupied lands 
Tuesday. And Jewish settiers in the West Bank town of Hebron overturned 
market stalls, smashed cars and broke windshields to retaliate for a hatchet 
attack on an Israeli man on Monday.

China releases market reform outline 


BENING — The Communist Party on Tuesday issued its long-awaited out- 
line for new market reforms designed to push senior leader Deng Xiaoping’s 
economic revolution into the next century. 

The 25-page document was short on key details, including how the measures 
will be implemented, and it left in doubt the effectiveness of the proposed 
changes. 

Market reforms already have dismantled rural communes fad allowed fami- 
lies to farm their own plots. Price controls were lifted, as were many restric- 
tions on private enterprise and foreign investment. 

With Chinese economic growth — now 13 percent a year — far outstripping 
the world average, the reforms have replaced Communist Party ideology as the 
underpinning of the party’s legitimacy. 

The new plan focuses on correcting two glaring weaknesses in the economy:

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Rapist’s escape announced after 1 week 


SALT LAKE CITY — A man accused of raping a 16-year-old blind and 

wheelchair-bound girl has eluded police for a week and remains at large after ; 
_ walking away from the Utah State Developmental Center in American Fork. 

The Utah Department of Human Services made the escape of Kenneth W. | 
Kelsey public in a news release Tuesday, six days after the 37-year-old Kelsey 
left the campus of the training school. 

The Department of Human Services said it went public only after the 
American Fork Police Department kept the case quiet for nearly a week. 

_ The news release, which described Kelsey as mildly mentally retarded, said 
he has a “history of sexual misconduct,” but did not elaborate. 

“From our standpoint, we turned it over to police and felt it was the police 
department’s call to comment,” said department spokeswoman Terry Twitchell. 
“When they didn’t, we felt that we should.” 

American Fork Police Chief John Durrant acknowledged that “perhaps we 
should have” alerted the public about Kelsey’s escape. 

“We have taken proper steps within the law enforcement community,” he said:~

Dole said NAFTA has far-reaching consequences. 
“The creation of jobs and a rising standard of living 
in the United States and Mexico will help to resolve 
a host of collateral problems.” 

“Ambitious, ‘risk-taking Mexicans will be less 
inclined to find a brighter future (in the United 
States) when that future is available to them in their 
own Cities and towns,” he said. 

In reference to the fear many environmentalists 
have that NAFTA will hurt the environment, Dole 
said, “Poor countries are poor defenders of the envi- 
ronment. A wealthier Mexico will have greater 
resources to devote to compliance with environ- 
mental laws.” 

Clinton has demanded side agreements which 
would ensure Mexico would improve environmen- 
tal standards. NAFTA opponents aren’t convinced 
by the side agreements. 

In an advertisement in the New York Times, 
groups like Sierra Club, Friends of the Earth, The 
Humane Society of the United States and 
Environmental Action accompanied by another 21 


_NAFTA passes, Mexico will have a new strict envi- | 
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similar organizations, said the side agreements are 
nothing more than “window dressing.” ; 

Opponents said that if NAFTA is passed and com- 
panies flee to Mexico, many corporations will 
freely dump their toxic wastes without the interven- 
tions of the Evironmental Protection Agency. 

Opponents also fear that many of the laws con- 
cerning the treatment of farm animals, timber har- 
vesting and steel production that U.S. manufactur- 
ers and workers follow now, will be challenged as 
barriers to trade if NAFTA is passed. 

Senator Robert Bennett, R-Utah, said NAFTA 
will only cause Mexico to improve its standards. If 
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ronmental agreement, Bennett said. 
“Mexico has minimal internal incentive or exter- 
nal agreement to clean things up.

Phoenix’ death unnatural 


Last week’s announcement that 23-year-old River Phoenix’ death was caused by 
a lethal combination of cocaine and heroin has brought with it a tale of ironies 
about Phoenix’ life and death and a message to other youths who flirt with drugs. 

It’s a tale that begins early in this young teenage heartthrob-turned-movie star’s 
life. At age 16 he landed his first big role in Hollywood, starring as the leader of a 
small-town brat pack in “Stand By Me.” For his performance in this 1986 hit, 
Phoenix received a nomination as best supporting actor in the 1988 Oscars. He 
continued to further his acting career by landing lead roles in “Running on Empty,” 
‘Dogfight,’ “My Own Private Idaho” and his most recent film, “The Thing Called 
Love.” 

But among all the hoopla and fame, Phoenix hated publicity. He would run from 
reporters, deny interviews and look away from cameras. He said he yearned for 
privacy. How ironic then that his drug-related death, just at the start of his career, 
was covered by nearly every newspaper, radio and television station in the country. 
Most likely Phoenix didn’t want the extra publicity; probably he didn’t know that 
mixing heroin and cocaine in high quantities could kill. But whether he did or not, 
when he chose to take es he chose to die an ignominious death in the public 
eye. 

In the beginning, Phoenix wasn’t an actor; he was a musician. He even wrote the 
song ‘“‘Lone Star State of Mind” for one of his films, “My Own Private Idaho.” He 
used to say one of his favorite things was to spend hours playing tunes in a small, 
after-hours nightclub. In the end, however, Phoenix spent his last hours ingesting 
illegal drugs into his body in a busy, noisy, trendy music club called the Viper 
Room owned by one of his colleagues, Johnny Depp. The sidewalk in front of 
Depp’s Hollywood hot spot where Phoenix later convulsed and died will become 
another monument to the futility of youth who die early. 

As an active member in several animal rights organizations, Phoenix refused to 
wear any clothing made from leather. Newspapers, magazines and television shows 
all labeled him as “Mr. Natural” because of his lifelong commitment to vegetarian- 
ism. How unnatural it is, then, that the top five elements found in Phoenix’s body 
at the time of death were cocaine, heroin, marijuana, the prescription sedative 
Valium and over-the-counter cold medication. Was he really not a vegetarian? Did 
he lie about always wanting to respect his body? Or did he just get carried away 
like so many others in the artificial, short-lived happiness that using drugs brings? 

But the greatest irony comes in something that Phoenix himself said. When asked 
about his reserved manner, Phoenix once responded, “I’m laughing in my head all 
the time. Everything is an inside joke.’ Maybe he thought drugs were a joke, too.

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Ron McBride wasn’t thrilled to have Idaho on the Ute schedule this 
year, because the extra game kept Utah from having a single bye week 
this season. Also, since Idaho is in Division I-AA, beating the Vandals 
wouldn't count toward the needed six wins. 

McBride was even less happy when Idaho actually beat Utah. While 
a win wouldn’t count toward the required six, the loss does count 
against a winning record. Utah Athletic Director Chris Hill should have 
listened to McBride. The increased revenue brought in by the extra 
game won’t match a bowl payout.

So, if BYU and Wyoming finish in a tie, Wyoming will go to the 
Holiday Bowl because it beat Fresno State, while BYU lost to the 
Bulldogs. If the rule had not been changed, BYU would have the upper 
hand because the Cougars beat New Mexico, which beat Wyoming. 

The bottom line? Wyoming must lose again, either at home to 
Colorado State this Saturday or to San Diego State on the road the fol- 
lowing Saturday. 

¢ The Aloha Bowl — retains first choice of the remaining WAC 
teams. Before the new deal, the Aloha Bowl had the right to not choose 
a WAC team. Now, if four WAC teams qualify for bowl games, the 
Aloha must take a WAC team. 

BYU is probably not headed to Honolulu for a second straight 
Christmas. 

¢ The Copper Bow! — has the third pick, second if only three WAC 
teams qualify and the Aloha Bowl opts out. The Copper wants BYU. 

* The Freedom Bowl — has the fourth choice. 

Now, who might qualify? Wyoming (7-2) and Fresno State (7-3) 
already have. BYU (5-4) is a lock. San Diego State (6-4, with only 5 
Division I wins) might; they must win one of their remaining games, 
either Fresno State at Fresno or Wyoming at home.

“The Heimlich’s still it,” Barney 
said. “It’s the same way with CPR. 
They’ ve tried other things, but 
they’re just not as effective.” 

Barney, a retired employee of the 
Provo Fire Department of 21 years, 
teaches risk management and safety 
classes at BYU. 

Reyes’ attempt at the Heimlich 
maneuver was a success because he 
stayed calm in a situation where it’s 
easy to become hysterical. 

“They (those who help in an 
emergency) are just as excited as 
everyone else, but we teach them if 
they are the only one who can 
respond, they should take charge, 
stay calm, and do what they need to 
do,” Barney said. 

He offered the following tips: 

e The Heimlich maneuver can be 
done while the victim is standing up 
or laying down. If the victim is 


standing up, his head should be 
bowed, and if lying down, the vic- 
tim should be flat on his back and 
his face should be to the side. 

¢ Determine if the victim is chok- 
ing or actually needs CPR. If the 
victim is red or flushed, warm, can’t 
talk and is excited, he’s usually 
choking. If the victim is cold, 
sweaty, can talk and has a pain in 
the chest or arm, he’s probably 
suffered a heart attack. 

¢ To do the Heimlich maneuver: 
place both fists, thumbs to the 
inside, between the navel and the 
base of the sternum. Thrust the 
stomach area into the lungs at a 45- 
degree angle to dislodge whatever 
is stuck in the victim’s throat. 

° If you are alone and choking, fall 
over the back of a chair for the 
same effect. 

The Human Resources office has 
pamphlets about the Heimlich 
maneuver and offers first aid and 
CPR classes.

Technology enhances 
preschool observation

While many children pretend they 
have an imaginary friend who only 
they can see, the reverse is actually 
the case at the Smith Family Living 
Center Preschool. 

Real people, invisible to the chil- 
dren, observe the kids with help from 
new equipment. 

The Department of Early Childhood 
Education, which runs the preschool, 
has long been able to observe children 


and student teachers through one-way 


mirrors. 

Now, new camera, microphone and 
recording equipment have greatly 
enhanced their capability to evaluate 
student teachers and their techniques, 
conduct research and gain a better 
understanding of children. 

Children can be seen and heard 
with more clarity than ever. Media 


Services has installed two portable 
video recording systems, resembling 
mini-television editing studios, which 
can be plugged into any of the five 
observation rooms. Input from remote 
cameras can be recorded digitally and 
edited with tools that allow. for split 
screen recording, mosaic distorting 
and switching between cameras. 

Several concealed microphones can 
be used individually or in combina- 
tion with others to omit undesired 
noise. 

These enhancements make evalua- 
tion and research more accurate — 
recording not only teachers’ use of 
technique, but children’s reactions 
simultaneously. 

Jean Larson, coordinator for the 
preschool, said that the observation 
lab’s effectiveness has doubled 
because of the new technology. 

More than 500 students participate 
in audio observation each semester. 


Mongolian government revamped

Increased diplomacy with other 
nations and new economic strategies 
are helping Mongolia combat the 
effects of Communist ideas that 
impacted the country prior to 1990, 
said the Mongolian ambassador to the 
United States in an international 
forum at the Kennedy Center 
Tuesday. 

Ambassador Lubsandorjiin Dawagiv 
said that since the resignation of the 
Communist Party in 1990, efforts to 
give Mongolia economic stability 
increased and a program emphasizing 
increased output, better financial sta- 
bility and better economic relations 
with several European and Asian 
countries began. 

Dawagiv said Mongolian officials 
expect the new programs to bring 
down high inflation rates and reverse 
Mongolia’s declining output, 
although he said the success of such

programs is pending. 

“Despite these positive signs, we 
have no illusion as to the seriousness 
of the economic problem, and it is 
still a long way to’see a real economic 
recovery and growth,” Dawagiv said. 

Prior to the 1990 breakup, Mongolia 
relied on the former U.S.S.R. for a 
large part of its economic benefits. 
The U.S.S.R. constituted roughly 30 
percent of the gross domestic product, 
Dawagiv said. 

In November of 1991, the parlia- 
ment began considerations for a new 
constitution, Dawagiv said. The new 
constitution was completed in 
February 1992. 

“This constitution marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in the political 
future of the country,” he said. 

Political changes in Mongolia also 
included a name change, Dawagiv 
said. 

The name has been changed from 
the People’s Republic of Mongolia to 
simply Mongolia, he said.

Mongolia is also now a democratic 
parliamentary state with a legislature 
of 76 members, Dawagiv added.

The implementation of these 
changes has been carried out “without 
a hitch” and in a peaceful manner, 
Dawagiv said. 

“One reason for that is that there is a 
common consent among all political 
forces that there is no alternative to 
political democracy and economic 
reform,” he said.

NFL QBs undergo a hectic week

Having spent just three days in Dallas, 
Bernie Kosar has proven again the 
value of an experienced backup quarter- 
back. 

Or, he’s proven the vindictive nature 
of his old coach in Cleveland, Bill 
Belichick, who apparently decided to 
junk the Browns’ season rather than 
continue sparring with the only proven 
quarterback he had. 

Or both. 

If quarterbacks normally take the 
spotlight on Sunday, they did so even 
more this week. That’s because Kosar’s 
in Dallas and NOT in ‘Cleveland or 
Miami. He chose Dallas over Miami 
because he thought he’s have a better 
chance at a Super Bow! ring. 

After Sunday’s events, he certainly 
does. 

“Tt was,” Kosar said, “a hectic week.” 

Kosar, with all of three days of prac- 
tice, stepped in late in the first quarter 
for Jason Garrett — Troy Aikman’s fill- 
in — and showed his skills hadn’t erod- 
ed as much as Belichick thought. He 
completed seven of his first eight passes 
for 150 yards and a touchdown and fin- 
ished 13 of 21 for 199 yards as the 
Cowboys won their seventh straight, 


20-15 over Phoenix. 

Todd Philcox, who replaced Kosar for 
the Browns, threw two interceptions, 
fumbled twice and was sacked for a 
safety in the 22-5 loss in Seattle. 

And Scott Mitchell, filling in ably for 
Dan Marino in Miami, separated his 
shoulder in the third quarter of the game 
in Philadelphia. That left the Dolphins 
with Scott Pederson, a former World 
League backup, whose name coach Don 
Shula couldn’t even recall when Marino 
went down last month with a torn 
Achilles tendon. 

The Dolphins, in a race with Buffalo 
and the Jets in the AFC East, wanted 
Kosar badly and will somehow survive 
— Shula is 29-8 with backup quarter- 
backs in his career, a better percentage 
than his overall 325-153-6. They still 
have 39-year-old Steve DeBerg in the 
wings — he was the “emergency quar- 
terback”. on Sunday and may start while 
Mitchell is out. 

But the Browns (5- 4) may not do as 
well 

Belichick obviously got a vote of con- 
fidence from owner Art Modell, to 
whom Kosar was almost a surrogate 
son, when Modell allowed his coach to 
cut Bernie with the Browns tied for first 
place in the AFC Central.

Just like last year, employers are 
still keeping to their minimal low- 


| cost work forces. No increase is 
_ seen.in the starting salaries offered 
_ to college graduates despite the 
__ fierce competition in the job market. 


Graduates with a bachelor’s in a 
nontechnical major were offered 


| 56.5 percent of this year’s jobs, 


whereas those with a technical 
major were offered 43:5 percent, 
-according to a report from the 
_ College Placement Council, Inc. 
From Sept. 1, 1992 to Aug. 13, 
1993, 52.9 percent of these job 
openings were offered by service 
industries, 32.9 percent were 
_ extended by manufacturers and 14.2 
_ percent were contributed by the 
government and nonprofits sectors,

Each student interprets these statis- 
tics differently, but it seems that 
most are aware of the current career 
crunch and are trying to do what is 
best for them in their field of study. 

BYU students in diverse fields of 
study say what they, expect in the 
way of job opportunities as a direct 
result of which major they have 
declared and for four years have 
pursued. 

“T’m not trying to find a job in my 
major because with just a bachelor it 
is nearly impossible to find some- 
thing in psychology,” said Amber 
Munck, 22, a senior in psychology 
from Santa Rosa, Calif. “I need to 
get a master’s to do any psychology 
work or counseling. Still, psycholo- 
gy is a good undergraduate degree if 
you’re planning on going on to 
graduate school whether that be psy- 
chology, medicine or law.

BYU employment administrators consider 
hiring disabled workers from Provo area

BYU’s employment services may 
hire a crew of workers with develop- 
mental disabilities if a proposal from 
Summit Employment is approved. 

Summit officials presented the pro- 
posal to BYU _ Staff and 
Administrative Employment, and it is 
being considered, said Scott Elkins, of 
Employment Services. 

Student Employment Services and 
the Placement Center are researching 
the impact the plan would have on 
student jobs, he said. 

Richard Pace, president of Summit 
Employment, has been working for 
eight months with Elkins to hire dis- 
abled workers as groundskeepers, jan- 
itors and food service workers. 

By hiring BYU students to train and 
supervise the workers, fewer student 
jobs would be taken, Pace said. 
Instead, students would have the 
opportunity to provide a service to the 
workers they train, he said. 

“T think BYU has some responsibili- 
ty to the community to help those 
who are less fortunate,” Elkins said. 
“Y’ve reviewed it with my supervisor 
and we’re excited about it. I feel it 


would be a favorable thing.” 

Though they are not capable of 

working in certain jobs, people with 
developmental disabilities are produc- 
tive, fun-loving and hard-working 
individuals who deserve the opportu- 
nity to integrate into the community, 
Pace said. 
_ “Some get so involved in their work 
that they don’t want to take a day off. 
They take a real ownership in what 
they do,” he said. 

Summit Employment is a non-profit 
organization that provides jobs for 71 
clients with developmental disabili- 
ties, Pace said. 

Eight BYU students work for the 
company, training clients for a variety 
of jobs and helping them adjust to life 
in the community. 

Summit’s primary goal is to place 
clients with developmental disabili- 
ties, like mental retardation, Down’s 
syndrome and mobility limitations, in 
a community setting and to provide 
jobs that enable them to be productive 
citizens, Pace said. 

Summit clients work at businesses 
throughout Utah Valley including 
Geneva Steel, Smith’s Food and Drug 


centers, Utah Transit Authority, 


Durfey Extra Care Dry, Cleaners and 


several other companies, said 
Program Specialist Robert Johns. 

Many people have .a negative per- 
ception of people with developmental 
disabilities. 

However, those who interact with 
them in the community on a regular 
basis have shown them support and 
love, Pace said. 

Smith’s employers are very accept- 
ing and encouraging of their disabled 
employees, he said. 

The Orem Smith’s supermarket 
named Carl Hadden, a 36-year-old 
Summit client, as Employee of the 
Month for October. 

Hadden is a porter and is responsi- 
ble for keeping the ‘front end of the 
store and the restrooms clean. 

He is being honored for his hard 
work and his positive attitude, store 
officials said. 

Hadden said‘he truly enjoys his 
work and has made many friends with 
customers and fellow employees in 
the two years he has been employed 
by Smith’s. 

“The important thing is to make the 
customers feel good,” he said. 

Those who have not developed the

Apostle, lawmakers praise religion act

President Clinton signed the 
Religious Freedom Restoration Act of 
1993 into law Tuesday in front of rep- 
resentatives from several groups, 
including Elder Russell M. Ballard, a 
member of the Quorum of Twelve 
Apostles of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Elder Ballard was one of about 50 
people present, including Vice 
President Al Gore and Sens. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah, and Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., who co-sponsored the legis- 
lation, said Paul Smith, Hatch’s press 
secretary. 

The law prevents federal, state or 
local government from interfering 
with a person’s exercise of religious 
freedom unless it can show a “com- 
pelling governmental interest” to do 
so. The law overturned a Supreme 
Court decision that said any state
